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GIRLS AND GOVER'TViENT 



Each year the American Logion Auxiliary of West Rutland sponsors 
a high school junior to attend the Girls State Convention. La3t June 
I was elected by my classmates to rcnresent West Rutland High School. 
During the week long conferences I learned manv of the mechanics o f 
good government, co-operation among individuals, and I became more a- 
ware of our need for understanding the problems which confront the joung 
people of today: the voters and citizens of tomorrow. 

Preparation for leaving was confusion in itself, but it was nothing 
compared to that v/hich I mot when I arrived at Vermont Junior College, 
where Girls State was held. Our schedules and rooms were assigned, and 
a medical exam was taken. As we returned tc the dormitories all room- 
mates became acquainted. Mine was a Triendly, quiet girl and since I 
am somewhat talkative, this was easily accomplished . 

Next came our tov;n, v.hich was Simanton, get-together. This wa3to 
acquaint us with our counselors r >nd each other. More names and faces 
confronted me, and all of them strange. At that time I wondered how I'd 
ever remembor anv of from but after the first day or so it was easy. A 
so-called "brag-session" followed in v/hich our counselors tried tobring 
out each r-irls talents. This helped us to know each nther much better. 

Meals played an important part' in the day's activities. No matter 
what, everyone always showed up, and on time. Wo were made to dress 
for dinner, no bohoy pins or curlers v/ero allowod in the dining hall. 
We rotated at the tables so each girl had a chance to serve. Q?ace was 
always said before each monl and the f oc d was delicious. I was a mem- 
ber of tho famous "Table Six." We enjoyed every meal, started all sing- 
ing and wore usually the center of attraction. We even had our song 
which made such a hit we had to sing it to tho director. 

The raising and lowering of the flag v/as a "must" for everyone, 
directors included. Each morning we were awakened by the bugler and 
given fifteen minutes to bo at flag raising. The "thought for the day" 
was read, after which came calisthenics. These never failed to produce 
groans from everyone, and got tougher erch day. In tho evening the flag 
was lowered to the accompaniment of taps. 

Free time was alio tod us, but we never seemed to have the oppor- 
tunity to just take things easy. Whenever there was a lull in thedayfe 
activities, we all headed for the cemte-n, a combination mcetingplace 
and oost office. Never were there so mrny girls gathered in such a 
small place as at mail-time. This was the most lockod-fcr o vent of the day 

Various means of recroation such as tennis, baseball, bowling, and 
others toe k up some of our spare moments. An indoor tournament v/as held 
one day between the various counties. Basketball proved to be the most 
oopular, but most of the girls participated in the various games. Tho 
remaining free time was used for rest, or anything else one wished tofio. 

Lights Out, v/hich v/as usually ten or ten-thirty v/as something no 
one looked forward to. It took quite a while for the dormitories to qtiet 
down after the final signal. I will never forgot the nights I sat on 
my windowsill, keeping my day's notes and writing letters by the street- 
light outside my windowl For the majority, bedtime was much, much la- 
ter than "Lights Out." 



Initiation ceremonies were held the night of our arrival. We were 

Rutl(sM.Hif^mh^i(^nWi(i.tij& ^M^u% e ^sta*mctors introduced . to us. A most im- 



pressive Candlelight Service then took place. Each girl was given a 
lighted candle and we recited the Girls' State Pledge and Creed for 
Youth in unison. These gave our pledges cf h. nor as Girl Staters and 
youths of today. The sight of all these girls, unknown to each other 
a few hours ago, yet now united in a common purpose, made a deep and 
lasting impression. 

Politics constituted a great de^l of time and interest at Girls 1 
State. None of us being of a?e, we had never participated in anything 
like this. Voting seemed such a common thing to us, something every- 
one did when he reached the age of twenty-one. We never realized what 
a privilege it was and how important that we should use it carefully 
and thoughtfully. The necessity of voting correctly was outlined to 
us clearly at Girls State. All ballots used were those used in regu- 
lar general, primary, and town elections. Office seeking also was 
carried on as in regular elections. 

In order to be eligible for office, we were required to file peti- 
tions bearing the required number of signatures. The Detitions had 
to be in and approved at a specific dedline. Then came the campaign 
oratory. Anyone desiring B state office was required to make a two 
minute speech. The candidates then were required to voice theirstands 
and purposes. The next day primaries were held in the respective towns 
with the procedure like that of a regular election. Those emerging 
victorious in this election had to make another speed-h the same night 
only this time stating the Platform their party was taking. Those 
yieing for office as independents were required to file immediately 
following the primaries. The general election was held the next day 
with the Nationalists and Federalists sharing honors with three afeach 
party gaining the respective offices. 

Inaugural Ceremonies were held the following night. The retiring 
governor addressed the gathering after which the oath was administered 
to the newly elected executives by the Chief Justice. Our goveniorgave 
the inaugural address and presented the various Girls State officers. 
A reception in honor of the officials was held, bringing elections to a close. 

Town meetings were the most interesting part of government, in that 
the Problems were ones concerning our interests, and those of ^ur tow** 
Some things, such a3 levying a tax c'f two cents on five cent cokes sold 
in the canteen and obtaining screens for the windows , were introduced 
but could not be passed. Others, like having waste baskets on each 
floor, nicking a day, a year hence, when we would return for a reunion, 
writing a farewell song, and eating watermelon (which we had left oveij 
from a little party the night before,) ware acted upcn at these meetings. 
These wsre fun and everyone took part. 

The Senate and House of Representatives hold a session each morn- 
ing. Wo were required to attend either one or the other of these meetings. 
These were held true tp form, with bills introduced and debated. Tho 
consolidation of Vermont schools was one of the main issues. Th e s e 
meetings were not run without feeling and excitement. In order to pass 
a bill tho Senate and House each had to pass on the measure; but if the

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HOW A LITTLE WORK HELPED ME IN MANY WAYS 



All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy. The opposite of that 
old saying i s true also. Moderation between work and play can help 
everyone. I have heard discussions among people both for and against 
this" subject. Seme folks argue that a young Person should not wo rk be- 
cause! t will injure his health and stunt his growth. Others argue that 
children who are not bright in school are working outside of school. 
I have my own experience as proof of how moderate work can help everyone. 

Work around our home taught me how to be reliable. Coming from a 
family of eleven, I certainly had plenty of things to do around home. 
When I was ten years old, I mastered the art of milking our family cow. 
| had already learned how to shovel coal, feed the pigs and chickens, 
fill the oil jug, weed the garden, clean the garage, attic, orceiZ-ar, 
mow the lawn, plant flowers, and do other little tasks with reliability.. 
I became responsible for each of these tasks in its turn as faithfully 
a3 I possibly could. I alwajfi got a thrill out of shewing my friends 
how much milk the old bossy gave or how neatly the yard was cleaned. 

Being a member of a large family, I learned to co-operate and be 
obedient in doing the work aroundheme. Co-operating with my brothers 
and sisters made hard work much easier. If ten rows of carrots and 
beets had to be weeded, five of us could do two rows each in a very short 
tire. I think this example of co-operation saved many aching backs. 
This method of doing our work prevented many arguments over who w a s 
going to do what and who wasn't. If I failed to be obedient, I w a s 
sure to hear about it and pay for it. In our household there is noex- 
cuse for negligence. One Sunday morning I negligently -put off feeding 
the chickens until after church. Somehow my father found out that I 
hadn't fed the chickens. He told me that as long as I let the chickens 
wait for their breakfast that I was going to wait until night for my 
lunch. That taught me a lesson, for I could wcrk just as hard at the 
table as anywhere else. Thev say I'm a good worker. 

Learning how to divide my time for work and play was a real prob- 
lem. When I was attending grades five, 3ix, 3even and eight, I was a 
very busy boy. I allowed myself certain time limits for work and play. 
As regularly as the sun rose in trn East, I arose at five-thirty an d 
did my duties before going to school. After school I alloted myself 
t'ime enough to play and lo my duties before 3uoper. After supper, I 
prepared my home wcrk for the following day. On weekends I used myleisure 
time to play or other activities. 

In high school I learned that work is a preparation for the iuture. 
Many students became lazy when they were not forced to do their school- 
work as in elementary school. Independence in school preparation is 
an outstanding characteristic of high schocl. If 3tudents are not self - 
reliant in school they face the future as confused and cfepen dent citizens. 

Class organization taught me how to be a good and useful citizen. 
At class meetings I nominated, not just friends but those who I believed 
bb a t fit fcr the Position cf clas3 officers. As Treasurer of the Cl.a3s 
of ! £2, I was entrusted with the responsibility of taking up collection 
for the sick and unfortunate members of the class. All the schocl or- 
ganizations such a3 the Green and Gold magazine staff proved very valu- 
able experience for me. 

Athletics in high school taught me many good character traits.

fcr me. At the beginning of the season, I suffered through the a 
late summer heat to toughen my body for the coming seanon. All tie 
ball players obtained physical co-ordination and everyone had a tp 
mendous appetite after practice. One of the most outstanding chara 
teristics of high school athletics is courage; courage to get up a» 
drive yourself on when every one of your muscles in your body ach© 
with exhaustion. In basketball and baseball I learned the traits - 
quick thinking and co-operation. Public appearances with minstrels, 
concerts gave me a great deal of self-conf iderce . All my high scho 
athletic activities resulted in a gratifying satisfaction desired fr 
hard work. 

Two summers' work at a resort occasioned many new and some cha 
lenging experiences. I had often heard people talk of being homes! 
but when I left home, homesickness really hit me hard. I wanted to 
give up my job, but when I got acquainted with the resort and the psor' 
there, I liked it very much. During the summer an epidemic of inte' 
tinal grip, "The Bomoseen bug," caused half of the help to be sick." 
a gc.in I learned to co-ooe rate in an emergency. I worked as a wait! 
bellhop, dishwasher, laundry man, and just about everything but th 
hotel manager. "The Bomosecn bug" certainly resulted in an exceedir 
interesting experience for me. During my first summer at the resor 
I worked as a dish washer. A dish washing oartner and I calculated 
the dashes we had washed during the summer. We came to the amazing" 
tal of 3^0,000 dishes! My Mother hasn ! t asked me to wash a dish sin 
The following summer I was uromoted to bellhop, which was the best | 
the i resort had to offer; therefore, I learned to value good workman 
very highly. 

Enjoying the lake with all its snlendor gave me relief from t 
day's work. After work I would lie in the sun and swim, in the war 
lake water. On Thursday and Saturday nights, name bands, such as Ge 
Krupa, Les Brown and Burns Martin olayed at the lake shore dance halif 
Srme of my most thrilling experiences occurred on the lake shore witty 
pretty girl watching the moon reflect on the water and the strangeb 
beautiful Northern Lights. 

I received many material benefits from working at the summer re 
sort. During the two summers I errand $700, which was exempt fromFt 
eral Income Tax because it was earned as tios for service. If value 
could be olaced on friendship, I would certainly be a rich boy. I wa 
fortunate to have met many kinds of people, rich and poor, white an 
black, good and bad people from near and far. 

I have come to the conclusion that a little work can help ©'very 
one in many ways. I believe from my own experience that wor king take 
av/ay some of the habit-forming evils of idleness. Young people if h 
have nothing to do often fall into bad company. They try to be soci 
able and are seen smoking and sometimes drinking. I think young peo 
pie would soon learn the value of money if they had to exert a littl 
effort for it. Smoking, drinking, and running around at night wit 
bad company are things which put young boys and girls in T. B. sani 
toriums. The basic conclusion, therefore, is that a little work ca 
never hurt anyone. It will helo one to become strong mentally andph; 
sically and ultimately build character.
